Betail Merchants Association had 
outlived its usefulness and that it 
should give way to a commercial 
•club which would have for its goal 
the industrial aud social betterment 
of Bushville. With this in view it 


, was decided that 
a S. O. S. call 


should be sent out to the members 
for a meeting next Monday 
night 


when the subject of disbanding will 
be considered. 


It is urgently requested that all 


•others who are interested and desire 
to see Rushville progress in the nest 
year as it has in the past two or 
three years attend the meeting next 
Monday 'night -and 
express theirj 


opinions as the most logical course 
to pursue. 


The Retail Merchants Association 


was organized by the business men 
of Rushville with a view to assisting 
Rushville along industrial lines. Ev- 
ery wan in the city of Rushville was 
invited to participate in the organ- 
ization and in the deliberations of 
the body. 


Bnt partially due to the name and 


partially to the 
activities of 
the 


members in omidueting "Big Wed- 
nesdays" anil other attractions, the 
idea became paramount that the As- 
sociation had been 
organized and 


was being promoted to further the 
interests of the retail dealers. The 
minor was current that the organ- 
ization was 
;>. combination to boost 


prices. 
/It is considered unfortunate that 
the association should have to carry 
that stigma 
when the 
true facts 


were far from that. Those who have 
attended practically 
every meeting 


assert that such a thing as prices, or 
a combination of any sort to extract 
money from the Rushville trade was 
never so much as intimated. 
The 


organization conducted "Big Wed- 
nesdays'' with a view to attracting 
trade to Rushville and get people, 
who had been visiting other cities, in 
the habit of spending their time and 
money in Rushville. 


The members of the Association 


have always had the best interests of 
the city at heart. This fact can'be 
established by recalling some of the 
achievements of the association. 
It 


is largely responsible for all of the 
improvements 
which 
have 
been 


brought about here in the last two 
years. It is unnecessary to reiterate 
what they are, as every observant 
person can not but see the changes 
that have been wrought here in'such 
a short space of time. 


The association has always been 


on the alert for an opportunity to 
locate a good factory. It has placed 
the industrial betterment of Rush- 
ville above all things. With this rec-

A. L. Gary of This City Had Arduous 


Task of Preparingxthe Family 


Tree. 


The annual reunion of the Ball 


family was held Wednesday at Fair- 
view Park, Indianapolis, and about 
fifty of the relatives of the pioneer 
Jonathan Ball were in attendance, 
among them being Dr. and Mrs. D. D. 
VanOsdol and family. Mr. and Mrs.' 
A. L. Gary and Mrs. Sarah Ball and 
daughter of this city. 


Jonathan Ball was 
born in the 


State of Pennsylvania and migrated 
to Rush county in 1832, 
where he 


bought a quarter of a section of land 
in Posey township from the govern- 
ment at $1.25 per acre. At his death 
in the year 1867 he had gleaned 
enough wealth from his quarter of a 
section to leave each of his eight 
children one hundred and sixty acres 
of fine land. 


Only one of the eight children is 


now living, that being 
Mrs. Emily 


Ttoberts of Indianapolis, who was his 
youngest child. Mrs. 
Roberts was 


formerly of Shelbyville. her husband, 
the late Rev. R. Roberts being.pastor 
of the Methodist church in Shelby- 
ville about twenty-five years ago. 


Mr. Ball was a descendant of Mary 


BallT the mother of the father of his 
country. George Washington. 


It linn 'been the 
custom for the 


past several years for the family to 
hold a reunion each summer in one 
of the parks in Indianapolis, and 
file one held Wednesday was one of 
the most pleasant and enjoyable of 
the many. The .quarter of a section 
of land which Mr. Ball purchased 
when lie came to Rush county~is now 
owned by one of the Ball family.

Are Working For_ Success of Big 


Day—Ball Game Early in 


Afternoon.

aviators are always 


striving to secure new honors- and 
records. 


The spiral glide that has been the 


means of so many famous aviators' 
death will be performed by Aviator 
Peck. Every 
aviator "knows how 


dangerous this spiral is, 'but it seems 
to hold a fascination over the sky- 
jiilot and his exhibiton is never com- 
plete without it. 


The appearance here next Wed- 


nesday of Col. Paul Peck in his Col- 
umbia biplane is creating great in- 
terest and the merchants are looking 
for a large crowd. The entire coun- 
ty was billed today and every effort 
is being made to make the aviation 
meet a success. Col. Peck will make 
his flight at the Rush 
county fair 


grounds at 4 o'clock in the 
after- 


noon. The I. & C. will run shuttle 
trains to and from the grounds to 
accommodate the crowds./ 


Peck will give an 
exhibition in 


Connersville and will fly from that 
city to the fair grounds. 
Another 


feature of the big day will be the 
ball game between Rushville and the 
Maxwell team. The game will be 
called early in order to let the people 
witness the airship flight. If Mana- 
ger Maibaugh is unsuccessful in se- 
curing the Newcastle team 
another 


fast team will -be secured. It is 
planned to start the game about 
1:30 o'clock and in this event the 
people will have no longwait at the 
fair grounds for the arrival of Avia- 
tor Peck. 


The crowd attending the exhibition 


of'Col. Peck is assured of some sen- 
sational flying as he is known as one 
of the most daring of aviators. Ev- 
ery time an aviator goes up into the 
air he is really taking his life into 
his -own hands. 
The air is full of 


dangers 
at 
all times, such 
as 


"holes in the air," "air pockets" cross 
currents, tip aud down- treads and 
other treacherous enemies 
of 
an 


aviator.. 


Any one of these conditions means 


almost sure death to the aviator un- 
less he is constantly on his guard 
and on the outlook for them. When 
he flys into a "hole in the air" his 
machine suddenly drops down tow- 
ards the earth and unless he happens 
to 'be at a great height, he and the 
machine is dashed to pieces. If the 
aviator is at a great elevation when 
it gets into a hole in the air, he can 
regain control of his machine after 
it falls for a certain distance aud 
make a safe lauding. If he flys in to 
a cross current, his machine is toss- 
ed one way than another, like 
a 


cork at sea. This is a critical time for 
the display of all his knowledge of 
air craft because he is fighting death 
itself. Some times he will be sailing 
along smoothly on an even keel when 
suddenly a treacherous up or down 
tread will strike his craft and be- 
fore he can guard against it, his ma- 
chine is turned upside down and falls 
to the earth at a tremendous rate. 
There is not one minute when 
the 


aviator is flying that his mind must 
not constantly be upon his work. He 
must at 'all times think of but one 
thing, and that is what air current 
he will next meet.-'

who shall suffer or allow the same to 
ran at large unattended within the 
corporate limits of said city shall be 
fined, forfeitand pay to the said city 
any. Bum no* exceeding ten dollars 
for each day sneh «nm«i shall be al- 
lowed, to ran at large or unattended."

doranment Doesn't UpeeWiili 


Recent Jury Verdict. 


Washington, July 26.—A lot of dis- 


cussion between legislators and prom- 
inent women of the city was caused 
by news of the finding of a coroner's 
jury in Illinois which investigated a 
recent railroad accident in that state, 
with a loss of thirteen lives. 
The 


jury's recommendation that only men 
should lie employed in railroad towers 
because a woman's judgment was un- 
certain in a crisis involving human 
life, which was part of the findings, 
caused a atir. 


The news of the action of the coro- 


ner's jury had hardly reached here, 
though, when the department of com- 
merce ana labor announced that one 
woman already has received a certifi- 
cate from the federal government au- 
thorizing her to operate the wireless 
on an ocean liner. Furthermore, this 
woman, it was said, had already secur- 
ed a job and left San Francisco on a 
steamship as the wireless operator. 


Miss Mabel Kelso is the possessor 


of the only wireless certificate. Miss 
Kelso has been assigned to the Marl- 
posa, a liner which now travels be- 
tween Puget sound and Alaska and 
which was formerly engaged in the 
San Francisco-Honolulu traffic. 


FLOOD SWEPT TOWN 


Dunbar, Pa.,. Damaged to the Extent 


of a Milflon Dollars. 


Pittsburg, Pa., July 26.—The town of 


Dunbar, sixty miles south of here, that 
was swept by a series of cloudbursts, 
is practically a wreck. The county of- 
ficials estimate that nearly a million 
dollars damage was done there. Elev- 
en business houses were swept away, 
seventy-five residences were destroy- 
ed, streets torn up and bridges car- 
ried out. The Pennsylvania has a 
thousand men at work repairing its 
roadbed, and it is hoped trains will 
get into part of the district today. At 
least nineteen lives were lost there by 
the inundation of mines.

SOCIAL HYGIENE 


The Duty of Parents Plainly 


Pointed Out. 


DOUBLE STANDARD DOOMED 


In a Lecture'to Women at Lafayette's 


Health Educational Week, State Pa- 
thologist Declares That the Time Is 
Coming When a Double Standard of 
Morals For Men and Women No 
Longer Will Be Recognized. 


Lafayette, Ind., July 26.—"The time 


is coming when a double standard of 
morals for men and women will no 
longer be recognized," declared Dr. 
Ada Schweitzer of Indianapolis, assist- 
ant state pathologist, in addressing an 
audience of 500 Lafayette women at 
the Jefferson high school building. Dr. 
Schweitzer was one of the speakers 
at Lafayette's health educational' week 
and her lecture on "Social Hygiene" 
was for women. She made a stirring 
plea to the boys and girls concerning 
the care of their bodies, and said it 
was the duty of parents not to keep 
the young people in ignorance of facts 
of the utmost importance to them. 


"The so-called industrial emancipa- 


tion of women," she said, "has so revo- 
lutionized her relations to social and 
industrial life that a readjustment be- 
comes necessary in order that her 
moral equilibrium may be preserved. 
The young girl who becomes a factor 
in the industrial life of the community 
is exposed to temptations of which her 
grandmother never dreamed, and of 
which her mother knows only by hear- 
say. Because of the wide liberty al- 
lowed the American girl in all ranks 
of society, she must be given a ran 
tional basis of thought and action. A 
proper conception of her own nature 
and of her responsibility to the race 
will form a basis of choice of amuse- 
ment or even employment. The prop- 
er instructors of the young are the 
parents and when through prudery, ig- 
norance or neglect they fail to do their 
duty, then the duty devolves on the 
teacher, minister or family physician."

An Indiana Traction Line Admits Its 


Insolvency. 


Bluffton, July 26.—As a direct result 


of the head-on collision between two 
cars on the Marion, Bluffton & East- j 
ern traction line, near Marion, a few I 
weeks ago, which cost the lives of four 
people and injury to sixty or more, 
:he Union Savings and Trust company 
of this city was appointed receiver of 
the road. 


The appointment of the receiver fol- 


lowed a suit asking for $4,000 which 
was filed in t*e Wells circuit court by 
Abram Simmons and Frank C. DE"ey, 
attorneys for the road since it started 
operations six years ago. H. C.-Arn- 
old, president, and R. F. Cummins, sec- 
retary, acknowledged that the com- 
pany was insolvent, and asked the 
court for a receiver that the operation 
of the road might be continued. 


In their complaint Simmons and 


Dailey alleged that they had been em- 
ployed by the traction company for six 
years at a salary of $600 a year, and 
they bad never received any money. 


TROUBLE OVER THAT 


BATTLESHIP CAUCUS 


Haose Denocrats On the Verge 


of a Split. 


Washington, July 26.—As the result 


of the party caucus Wednesday night 
in declaring against additions to the 
battleship fleet, a serious split in the 
Democratic organization of the house 
of representatives is now threat- 
ened. 'The prediction is made that be- 
fore many days have passed Speaker 
Clark and Leader Underwood will be 
fighting one another. Speaker Clark 
voted against the battleship program. 
Leader Underwood voted in favor of 
battleships. The charge is made by 
Democrats that Mr. Clark, angered by 
the failure of Mr. Underwood to sup- 
port Mr. Clark in the Baltimore con- 
vention, has decided to join issues 
with the majority leader. 


The trouble among the Democrats 


is not restricted to Messrs. Clark and 
Underwood. 
It extends throughout 


the entire membership. For example, 
Representative Sulzer of New York, 
an advocate of a big navy, charges 
that the roll call on which Democrats 
were recorded Wednesday night, was 
spirited away by members who were 
disinclined to show their hands.

HEDGE OF LIES 


(twenty Mystery Gradually Is 


6ETTIN6DOWNTO BASIC FACTS 


Alibi* and Cunning Stratagems De- 


signed by Murderers of Herman Ro- 
senthal to Throw Off Pursuit Are 
Being Uncovered and Broken Down 
as the Inquiry Into Alleged Police 
Graft Conspiracy Progresses. 


New York, July 26.—When the dis- 
lict , attorney drew from "William 
Shapiro and "Boob" Walker the story 
of how the killing was planned and of 
low spies darted between the Metro- 
wle and the murder headquarters in 
iridgie Webber's poker rooms with 
mlletins of Rosenthal's movements, 
he broke through the hedge of lie* 
and alibis and cunning stratagems 
erected by the murderers of Herman 
tosenthal. 


He took a long step ahead in the in- 


vestigation by the grand jury to deter- 
mine whether a..partnership has exist- 
ed between policemen and gamblers, 
as Rosenthal charged in the affidar't 
against Becker, when Police Lieuten- 
ant Daniel E. Costigan, "the honest 
cop," as they call him in the depart- 
ment, told the grand jury that gam- 
)ling could not endure in the tender- 
oin or anywhere else without police 
>rotection. 


Lieutenant (Charles Becker, the most 


mportant figure in the dual inquiries, 
tfas sent to the criminal courts build- 
ng by Commissioner Waldo with the 
plain warning that if he refused to go 
nto the grand jury room he would be 
suspended. It is known also that if it 
s proved to the commissioner that 
Bald Jack Rose communicated in any 
way with Becker after the murder, 
Becker's suspension will follow. 


Shapiro's statement supplied the dis- 


Tict attorney with hitherto unknown 
'acts concerning the murder. Shapiro 
says that he took Jack Rose and Harry 
Vallon and Sam Schepps to Webber's 
poker rooms a little before Rosenthal 
was killed; that after the three had 
conferred upstairs, he drove Schepps 
and Vallon and another man whose 
name has not yet come out in the case 
:o the Metropole. Rose did not travel 
n the gray car, but was on his way to 
:he Metropole several minutes after 
itosenthal fell dead in front of that 
hotel. 


And here is one of the most inter- 


esting of the cleverly dovetailed move- 
ments of the plotters. The men that 
Shapiro drove from the Metropole af- 
:er the revolvers had settled forever 
he question as to whether the gam- 
)ler 
would inform further, were not 


he same men, with one exception, 
that Shapiro drove to the hotel. The 
exception was the mysterious figure 
hat accompanied Schepps and Vallon 
to the Considine resort He was one 
of the men who fired a bullet into Ro- 
senthal's head and he strolled back to 
lie gray car with a smoking pistol in 
ils hand. As for the other murde*rs, 
Shapiro says, they squirmed and twist- 
ed away to safety through the rhad- 
ows and the crowds. 


GREAT EXPECTATION 


Treasure-Trove Ship Is About Due at 


Cocos Island. 


Port Lima, Costa Rica, July 26.— 


The government has ordered a com- 
pany of soldiers to Cocos island to 
await the arrival of an English-Ameri- 
can treasure-trove trip that may bear 
away the long buried millions of the 
pirate Bombosa. 


The expedition has a commission 


From this government to dig up the 
treasure upon a royalty basis. Two 
young women, Miss Barrie Telly and 
Miss Georgiana Davies are the heads 
of the party. 


The supposed secret of the treasure 


was given by a patriarchical half-breed 
during a former visit to the island by 
the women. Miss Telly administered 
to the half-breed white he was dying, 
and it is said he bequeathed her a map 
left by his ancestors showing the lo- 
cation of the treasure.

until "the harvest" After the harvest 
t will be all' too clear which is good 
and which is bad. The language of 
Jesus is graphic—"cast'and fling" ex- 
press indignation and contempt; "fur- 
iace of fire" denotes the fierceness of 
the torment of punishment, and the 
"gnashing of teeth" and the "wailing" 
Is a terrible picture of anguish and 
despair. As against this, he tells us 
that the righteous shall shine forth 
free from all cloud or shadow. 


THE WHEAT AND THE TARES. 


LESSON TEXT—Matthew 13:24-30; -36-43. 
GOLDEN TEXT—"Gather up first the 
•tares, and bind them In bundles to burn 
-them; but gather the wheat Into my 
-barn." Matt. 13:20. 


The thirteenth chapter 
of 
Mat- 


•thew's gospel is the great kingdom 
•chapter of the Bible. Seven parables 
in this chapter give us each of seven 
aspects or applications of the princi- 
ples of the kingdom. In this lesson 
•we are taught the mixed character of 
the kingdom and also of the ultimate 
separation of two classes of which It 
Is composed. "A man," v. 24, goes 
-out to sow good seed in his field. This 
man we are told in v. 37, is the Son 
of Man, and elsewhere that the field 
Is the world, the hearts of men. Then 
followed the propagating stage, that 
period over which man has no con- 
trol. 
During this period while men 


ate and slept awaiting the time for 
cultivation and of harvest, the enemy 
of men's souls came and sowed tares, 
th.e common darnel which so closely 
resembles wheat in its earliest stages. 
After this propagating period had 
passed the man and his servants went 
•out one day to find in their field evi- 
dence that another had also sown 
seed. 
The test of every life is the 


Irait produced. During these earlier 
stages the tares had looked so nearly 
like the wheat as not to be readily 
•distinguished, but now that the har- 
vest time approaches the difference is 
-all tooeviflent. It is significant from 
this parable that no blame is laid 
upon the servants that they should 
have allowed the two to grow up dur- 
ing this first stage. 
Surprise, anger 


and disappointment stirred the hearts 
of the servants when they discovered 
the mixed character of the approach- 
tog harvest. 
The master, however, 


clears them o£ all blame, for, said he, 
•"Our enemy hath done this." Not an 
«nemy, as the King James version has 
it 
Satan is ubiquitous, but the Son 


of God is greater than he, see I. Peter 
3:22. 


Parables He Taught 


If the servants had sought to up- 


Toot the tares they would in all likely- 
hood have done more damage 
than 


good, though this does not imply any 
•conflict with Jesus' words as found in 
Matthew 5:29, 30. The seed had the 
same environment and in God's good 
time the separation should take place. 
So "let both grow together" until both 
he fully developed. Then he will say 
to the reapers,, gather first the tares 
and burn them, but gather the wheat 
Into 'my barn. Notice the tares did 
not evolve into wheat 
Like begets j 


like. 
Gather into bundles is the 


command. If we sin together, we must 
•expect to suffer together. The wheat 
was ripe for full salvation, blessing 
and a further usefulness, while the 
tares were ripe only for destruction. 


After teaching these parables, of 


which this is but one, Jesus sent the 
multitude away and more fully and 
completely taught his disciptes the 
inner meaning of this parable. 
The 


field is the world, and if we ask we 
shall have the heathen for our inherit- 
ance and the uttermost part of the 
world as a possession (Ps..2:8). The 
good seed are the sons of the king- 
dom, but the tares are the sons (chil- 
dren) of the evil one. Both the sons 
of the good and the sons of the bad 
grow from, and develop out of seed, 
the sous of the kingdom from the 
good seed. 


\Ve must remember the three les- 


sons we have been studying. 
The 


first concerned the nature of the seed 
and the soil; the second deals with 
the mystery of the growth and devel- 
opment of the kingdom, whereas this 
lesson has to do with the mixed. 


World the Field. 


As the Psalmist puts it (1:5), "The 


ungodly shall not stand in the judg- 
ment, e. g., has no standing, nor sin- 
ners (abide) in the congregation of 
the righteous." It is not our place 
to gather the tanes Into bundles. God 
will send forth reapers (v. 30) and his 
reapers sre the angels (v. 39). The 
fact 1s we are here warned against 
useless or profitless activity. Ours is 
to sow the right seed and then stand 
back and let God work. We are not 
«ren responsible for any process of 
separation, for God will take care of 
bis own and In his own time will 
send forth his reapers who will do 
what we would make sorry work 
•of attempting to do. How often 
we see men zealously attempting the 
separation process daring the propa- 
gating and developing period, only to 
uproot the wheat with the darnel. 
. Eviloee.we clearlr shown, will not

That the American people are ir- 


revocably opposed to a third term of

It started in New York, 
in which State the friends of Grant, 
in control of all the government offi- 
ces, lead by United States Senator 
Roscoe Coukling, adopted this de- 
claration written by Colliding: 


"Resolved, That the administra- 


tion of General Grant has been dis- 
tinguished for achievements in do- 
mestic and foreign 
policy 
unsur- 


passed in the history of the coun- 
try." 


General John A. Dix had been elec- 


ted Governor of New York in 1872 by 
51,825 
Republican plurality. 
As 


Chief Executive of the State he serv- 
ed the people with great ability, in- 
tegrity 
and patriotism. 
Senator 


Conkling believed that the command- 
ing prestige of Governor Dix would 
result in his re-election in 1874 by 
an increased majority over that of 
1872, even under the thinly veiled 
movement for a third term, thereby 
securely gaining the first point in the 
third term conspiracy. The patriot- 
ic General Dix was accordingly re- 
nominated. 


Thurlow Weed told General 
Dix 


Governor of that State in 1875. Simi- 
lar resolutions were passed by Re- 
publicans in other States in their 
conventions, and the results were of 
the most gratifying character. 
In 


Massachusettes the Democratic plur- 
ality of the year previous was over- 
come and a Republican Governor elec

nominations, under the inspiration of 
ex-Governor Fenton, General Mer- 
ritt, Mr. Littlejohn, Mr. Dorsheimer, 
Hon Charles E. Hughes, Dr. Swin- 
burne. Fred Conkling, General Coch- 
rane and others, they resolved. 


"That we declare our uncompro- 


mising hostility to any pretensions 
toward perpetuating power in the 
hands of the same, person beyond a 
second term; such pretentious de- 
serve, and should receive the indig- 
nant condemnation of the people." 


A week or two later, the Demo- 


crats met in convention and declar- 
ed: 


"The Presidency, of the United 


States is a public trust not a private 
perquisite, and there should be no 
third term of it" - 
, 


Under this resolution 
Genera 


defeated Qpvgmor Mien tn 


term, the Republicans of Pennsylva- 
nia elected 17 Congressmen and the 
Democrats but 10 members. 


At the election held in Pennsylva- 


nia in 1875 the ""unalterable opposi- 
tion to the Presidency of any person 
for a tliird term" not only resulted in 
overcoming the Democratic plurality 
of 4,679 given the year before, but it 
iecured a large plurality for the can- 
didates, of the Republican party. 


The loss of nearly all of the north- 


ern States by the Republicans in 
1874, owing to their endorsement of 
General Grant for a third term, and 
in the declaration in. 1875 that there 
should be no third term of the Presi- 
dency—these same States all being 
carried by the Republicans—led to 
tbe passage of the following resolu- 
tion in the National House of Repre- 
sentatives, on the 15th of December, 
1875, by a vote of 233 to 18 against 
it: 


"Resolved, That in the opinion -of 


this House the precedent established 
by Washington and other Presidents 
of the United States, in retiring from 
the presidential office after their sec- 
,pnd term, has become, by universal 
concurrence, a part of our Republi- 
can system of government, and that 


ny departure from this time-honor- 
d custom would be unwise, unpatri- 
itic and fraught with peril to our 
ree institutions."

PUSHES OLD BILL THROUGH 


After a Struggle Lasting From Noon to 


Nearly Midnight the Wisconsin Sen- 
ator Force* the Adotion of the Iden- 
tical Bill Introduced by Him at the 
Last Session and Which Was Vetoed 
by the President. 


Washington. July 26. — Senator La 


Poliette emerged as the successful 
champion of tariff revision after a 
struggle in the senate lasting from 
noon until nearly midnight. The little 
Wisconsin senator seized upon an 
opening offered him by the regular Re- 
publicans and Democrats and forced 
the adoption by the senate of the iden- 
tical La Follette wool revision bill that 
•was introduced by him at the last ses- 
sion and passed by the senate. This 
was the measure that served as If 
basis of compromise last session with 
the Democrats of the house, and the 
indications are that it will be passed 
by Underwood and his colleagues in 
sending the wool revision bill to the 
White House. 


Wisconsin Senator Elated. 


Every effort was made by the regu- 


lar Republicans in the senate to block 
the passage of the La Follette bill, and 
the Democrats, having seen their own 
measure go down to defeat as the re- 
sult of a trick turned 'by the regulars, 
at the last minute joined hands with 
La Follette and voted to put his meas- 
ure through. The Wisconsin states- 
man was highly elated and the Taft 
supporters were correspondingly down- 
cast. This turn of affairs will put the 
president in an embarrassing situa- 
tion. He vetoed the La Folette-Under- 
wood compromise wool bill at the lasl 
session on the ground that the tariff 
board had not made its report. Since 
then the tariff board has handed down 
its findings and the president, if he 
vetaoes a wool bill this time, will have 
to do it after considering the merits 
of the measure. If the president signs 
the bill the Republican insurgents and 
the Democrats will carry off the glory 


The La Follette bill as it passed the 


senate provides for a duty of 35 per 
cent on raw wool with duties ranging 
from 40 to 55 per cent on the manu 
factures of wool. 


President Taft's friends have ac 


knowledged that the duty of 35 per 
cent proposed by La Follette on raw 
wool corresponded pretty closely to 
the findings of the tariff board, but 
they have contended that the rates 
proposed by him on manufactures 
were too low. The compromise meas 
ure evolved by Underwood and La Fol 
lette at the session as it finally wem 
to the White House provided 25 per 
cent on raw wool and corresponding 
reductions on manufactures. 
The 


Democrats expect that about the same 
rate may be agreed upon in tne pres 
ent situation. 


Snatched Victory Out of the Air. 
La Follette snatched victory out o! 


the air at the very moment when the 
Republican regulars seemed to have 
routed the Democrats and won a no 
table triumph. After an all-day de 
bate. Senator Penrose, chairman o 
the finance committee, threw the 
Democrats Into confusion by introdnc 
ing a wool revision bill based on th 
findings of the tariff board. 
This 


measure provided for reduction o 
from 10 per cent on the highly Dnishei 
cloths, to approximately 125 per cen 
on lower grades and a substantial re 
duction on other woolen manufactures 
This Penrose bill was adopted after a 
bitter flght as a substitute for the Un- 
derwood house bill, by a vote of 34 tc 
32. ' This vote, however, had been 
taken in committee of the whole and 
La Follette, seizing upon the oppor- 
tunity, quickly threw out the bill 
which he had introduced last year, and 
the Democrats rallied to his support. 
The vote on the La Follette bill as a 
substitute for the Peurose bill, which 
had been substituted for the Demo- 
cratic bill, was 39 to 27. All Demo- 
crats voted for this, and so did the in- 
surgent Republicans except Bourne of 
Ocegon. When the roll was called on 
ths final passage of the bill, the lonely 
Mr. Bourne changed his vote and sided 
with the other insurgents. The scene 
in the senate while the votes were be- 
ing taken were the most exciting that 
hare beeen witnessed since the stir- 
ring times of a year ago.
